Premier J. ‘f. M. Anderson while 
in the city, and mentioned other 
subjects of provincial importance 
in an interview here. 

He stated that while the origin- 
al plans for the Deaf and Dumb 
school herg had been changed, the 
Dew ones were being draited, anu 
he understood that the department 
of public works was speeding mat- 
terg up in order to start excava 
tion im time to provide some win- 
ter employment. The building 
he said, would cost about $450,0uU. 

With regard to the unemploy- 
ment situation, he observed that 
the original plan of holding a wes- 
tern conference at Regina had 
been abandoned when Mayor 
Ralph Webb, of Winnipeg, called 
the forthcoming open conference 
at Winnipeg, at which he under: 
stood there would be representa 
tion from eastern Canadian cities. 
Hon. J. A. Merkely, minister ot 
labor and industries, would look 
after provincial government repre- 
sentation at this conference. 

As far as keeping highways op 
en was concerned, Dr. Anderson 
remarked that while this was dir- 
ectly the concern of Hon. A. ©. 
Stewart, minister of that depart- 
ment, he understood that there 
Wag No adequate machinery avail: 
able for this year. Difticulties were 
being experienced in keeping tht 
Moose Jaw.Regina highway open, 
the snow banks being 10 or 12 ft. 
high. What was needed was a ro 
tary plow or something that woula 
throw the snow some distance 
from the roadway. The highways 
department was now concentrat 
ing on securing machinery for 
next season. 

In discussing the dismissal ol 
government employees since the 
coming into power of his govern: 
ment, the provincial premier said: 
“There is only one thing that we 
are asking tor, efficiency and loy- 
alty in carrying out the policy ot 
the government. We made it clear 
during the campaign that those 
who had served the province faith-! 
fully and well, and had had not 
been active participants in politics | 
would not be molested . 

“There are more than 1,700 civil 
servants on the pay roll, not in- 
cluding telephone and liquor board 
employees, who are not rated as 
civil servants. 

“There are 25 less civil servants 
than when we took over office 
Out of the 1,700, only 88 have re 
signed or been dismissed. Twelve 
of these were returned soldiers 
In the replacements there are 34 
returned soldiers. 

“Im the liquor and beer stores of 
the province where political activi- 
ties were rampant prior to the ele- 
ction a a number of changes have 
been made. In making them the 
government is carrying out its pl- 
edge to returned soldiers to give 
them first consideration. 

“In 149 changes made, only six 
returned men were included, while 
in replacements there were 108 
returned men employed, meaning 
that there are more than 100 


took office. 

“The government is prepared 
to explain and defend on the floor 
of the house every change in the 
public service, and furthermore the 
government is prepared to place 
before the opposition and people ot 
the province signed statements of 
civil servants being retained in 
the service, who charged the pre- 
ious adminstration with being for- 
ced to take part in politics again- 
et their will. 

“Certain newspapers in this pro- 
vince noteably the Regina Leader 
have been vainly attempting to 
stir up criticisim against the gov- 
ernment by reference to the reor 
ganization of the civil service 
The newspapers have not pointed 
out to the people the facts as ! 
uave outlined above. 

“I might add that in the depart 
ment of education, over which | 
preside, out of 143 civil servants 
only ong has been asked for his 
resignation, and he is not being 
replaced, as he held a post which 
created for him when he sold him- 
self to the Gardiner machine dur- 
ing the Arm River contest. His 
section, which is not necessary, is 
being closed down, and the one 
other employee is being trans 
ferred. 

“In conclusion, I might say that 
the whole story of the dismissals 
will come out in the house.” 

Premier Anderson spent a busy 
day interviewing delegations, This 
evening he is dining with Dr. Wal- 
ter C. Murray, president of the 
university, prior to opening the 
university rink. He will then pro 
ceed to the Victoria school for the 
ceremonies there.
